BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 
white men of Pickens County, 
reports that negrocs were 
an attack on the white cit’zens for the 
killing of a negro several days ago, 
raided a lodgeroom and obtained 13 
shotguns. 

Three hundred shells were confiscated. 
The leader of the gang of negroes, who 
were said to be getting ready for a riot, 
was reported to have boarded a train 
for Birmingham and efforts have been 
nade to have aim siopped and arrested. 
Nobody was killed. Sixteen negroes are 
in Jail charged with participatior in the 
excitement.

Memphis Hears Many Are Slain. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 11.—A special 
to the NewsScimitar, from Columbus, 
Miss., says twenty-five or thirty negroes 
are dead, five white men and many 
negroes wounded and five negro lodge- 
rooms have been burned in a race war 
which is in progress in Pickens County, 
Aalabama. 

Owing to the discovery of a plot by 
negroes to rise against the whites of the 
county, every black is in danger. This 
plot was carried on by means of a secret 
society which had lodge rooms in re- 
mote districts of Pickens County. Fif- 
teen negroes were burned to death in 
a lodgeroom near Reform, Ala., last 
night, when whites attacked the place, 
and, finding a number of repeating 
rifies and shotguns, fired the building. 
The blacks were penned in by the con- 
tinual shooting of the whites and those 
who were not killed in “attempting to 
escape were roasted alive. 

Three Reported Shot. 
Near Gordo, three negroes were 
shot to death when a posse of white 
men attacked a lodge room... So far 
as has been learned the burning of 
the other lodgerooms was without fa- 
talities. 

Reports from the affected district 

are conflicting owing to poor means 
of communication, 
The trouble started Monday with 
the arrest of Tom Lowe, a negro, on 
a charge of stealing cotton from 
Whig Lowe, a white planter, who is 
also deputy sheriff.

President Sends Choice to the 
Senate—Rebuff for Nied- 
ringhaus. 








The nomination for reappointment of 
Thomas J. Akins as United States Sub- 
treasurer at St. Louis was sent to the 
Senate Wednesday by President Roose- 
velt, according to press dispatches. The 
position pays $4500 a year. 

Thomas K. Niedringhaus and other 
well-known Republican leaders. started 
an opposition movement to Mr. Akins a 
few days ago. 

They charged that Akins had med- 
died in the affairs of the State Commit- 
tee and sought to defeat Walter S. Dick- 
ey for chairman of that body. 

The identity of the candidate favored 
by the Niedringhaus men had not come 
to light, although it was rumored that 
Joseph McCoy, former Secretary of 
the State Committee, wanted the job. 

Mr. Akins is the Missouri member of 
the National Republican Committee, but 
expects to retire from that position be- 
fore the next State convention. 

In connection with the selection of a 
successor to Mr. Akins a controversy 
is in progress between the supporters of 
Mr. Niedringhaus on the one hand and 
Crairman Howe of the City Committee 
cn the other.

Ed- 
ward Uanford, dispatcher for the line, 
who ordinarily is unable to walk with- 
out crutchees, gained such strength from 
the shock that he serambled out of thie 
heap, climbed through a window and 
walked away.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 11.—T. Otway 
Saldeir, -manager of the West End 
branch of the Celifornia Safe Deposit 
and Trust Co., lecated on Devisadero 
street, committed suicide some time last 
night, blowing off the top of his head 
with a: sawed-off shotgun. 

He was a close friend of J. Dalzell 
Brown, vice-président and manager of 
the California Safe Deposit and Trust 
Co., whe fs in prison, accused of em- 
bezzlement. 

Was Heavily Involved. 

Sadleir was heavily involved personal- 
ly in the failure of the banks. Ever 
since it was known that the bank could 
not survive he had been greatly de- 
pressed. Sadleir made his preparations 
for death deliberately. 

David F. Walker, president of the De- 
posit and Trust Co,, accused of embez- 
zlement, was today released from cus- 
tody on $75,000 bail. 

Vice-President Brown, who is genera! 
manager of the institution, is still in 
Jail, the bonds offered for his release 
by a surety company having been re- 
jected by Judge Dunne on the ground 
that the company already had gone se- 
curity for so many accused persons that 
he preferred to have Brown get ball 
elsewhere. 

When Brown was informed that Sad- 
leir had committed suicide, he threw up 
his hands and explained:

Kratz was tried at Butler, Mo., and 
acquitted. Sager blamed the jury for 
his failure to convict the leader of the 
old Council combine. The evidence de- 
veloped by Folk showed that Kratz, as 
the representative of the Council, had 
agreed to pass a Suburban railway 
franchise for $60,000. The money to be 
used for this purpose was found in a 
vault of the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co. It was used as evidence at the 
trial. : 

The case of Robert M. Snyder, the 
Kansas City millionaire, who boodled 
the Central Traction franchise through 
the Municipal Assembly at a cost of 
$250,000, was also passed down to Sager. 
Folk obtained @ conviction in the Cir- 
cult Court, but the Supreme Court re- 
versed and remanded the case. The 
question in this case was one of resi- 
dence of the defendant, as the bribery 
had been committed four years prior 
to the finding of the indictment. It 
was shown in the trial that Snyder lived 
a year in New York, and with this 
time taken off of his residence in Mis- 
souri, he was still amenable to the law, 
the three-years stutute of Nmitations 
not being a bar to prosecution. 

Sager carried the case on the dockets 
for a long time. The State was never 
ready for trial, the excuse being that 
important witnesses could not be found. 
The indictment was nelle prossed, and a 
new information issved, which was 
standing against Snyder at the time he 
was killed In an automobile accident. 


The Priesmeyer 
and Warner Case. 


The indictment of Priesmeyer and 
Warner was the outcome of plans laid 
by Mayor Wells to trap members of the 
House of Delegates suspected of bood- 
ling. Information reached Mayor Wells 
that representatives of the House com- 
bine were trying to get money from 
Henry Ascher to pass a garage bin. 
The Mayor arranged with the Circuit 
Attormmey to have Ascher pay the money 
demanded—$500, which was furnished by 
Mr. Wells—to the representative of the 
House designated to receive it. Sager 
was informed immediately after the 
money had been paid, but when the 
men were taken to his office the bills 
were not found in their possession. War- 
ner and Priesmeyer were taken before 
the Grand Jury and interrogated about 
the transaction. This. was made the 
basis of a plea in abatement, which was 
overruled by Judge Muench; but when 
the men were re-indicted by the De- 
cember grand jury they were not called 
as witnesses. 

The money used was discovered by an 
aleft teller of the City National Bank Oct. 
19 when it was deposited to the credit 
of Sam Weisman. He received’ the 
money from Daniel E. Naughton, Assist- 
ant Clerk of the House of Delegates. 
Naughton got away before Sager could 
subpena him, and when he returned 
he had an attorney who advised him 
to stand on his constitutional rights. 
The Courts have three times sustained 
him in his refusal to answer questions. 
The State has not been able to show 
how or when the money passed out of 
the possession of Priesmeyer, who is al- 
leged to have received it from Ascher at 
the direction of Warner, or how Naugh- 
ton received it. Naughton 1s still under 
the procéss of the grand jury in this 
matter. Weisman told the grand jury 
that he got the money from Naughton. 
and if Naughton had been called 
promptiy as a witness the result might 
have beon different from what it was. 


What Was Done 
With Two Prisoners. 


After the indictment of Priesmeyer 
and Warner, near the hour of midnight. 
Oct. IS, they were released on common 
law bonds furnished at the request of 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Gillespie, who 
accompanied the prisoners to the home 
of Judge Rodgers.

Coyne's 
case is set for trial in Judge Williams’ 
court, Dec. 16. 





Many cases have been dismissed by 
Circuit Attorney Sager after the de- 
fendants have been held for prosecution 
by Judge Rodgers 0. the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions. This Court has the pow- 
er to hear preliminary examinations and 
acquit the defendant or hold him for 
prosecution. Judge Rodgers expressed 
surprise when informed that seme of 
the prisoners he ordered held for trial 
had been discharged arbitrarily by the 
Circuit Attorney or his assistants. Dis- 
cussing these cases Judge Rodgers said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“After a case has been disposed of ia 
my court it passes from my jurisdiction 
to that of the Circuit Court, in which 
the Circuit Attorney is the prosecuting 
official. Naturally I take considerable 
interest in the cases I have passed upon. 


Why Were These 
Cases Dismissed? 


‘In the lst of cases dfSmissed by, the 
Cireuit Attorney I observe that of Al- 
bert Cook. The charge was man- 
slaughter in the fourth degree. The evi- 
dence convinced me that this was a case 
of deliberate assault and the defendant 
should have been tried. 

“In the of William Jordan the 


testimony showed that the victim, whose 
name I do not recall, was stabbed to 
death without provocation. 

“The conductor and engineer of a 
train testified that they saw E. E. Sta- 
bler, Henry Freund and A. F. Patterson, 
charged with burglary in the second de- 
gree, stealing goods from a freight car. 
I haye no idea why the cases against 
these men were nolle prossed, or why 
they should have been. 

‘I regarded the testimony as conc'u- 
sive in the cases against Thomas Tra- 
ey, Willfam Frith aad Morris Friedman 
and ordered them tried. 

i spent much time considering the 
case of C. P. Kelly, charged with sec- 
ond degree murder for stabbing to 
death his 17-year-old son. I am amazed 
that his case should have been dis- 
missed. The boy was reckless and in- 
discreet, but there was nothing to show 
that his: father was justified in killing 
him, and a jury should have passed 
upon the case of the defendant. 

“Several cases, which I do not read- 
ily recall, have been dismissed by the 
Circult Attorney, without apparent jus- 
tification. I am surprised that any man 
should be set free after the testimony 
clearly demonstrates his probable guilt, 
as it must before I will order him held 
for trial. 


One Man Acting 
As Judge and Jury. 


“If one man is going to say who shall 
or who shall not be tried for violation 
of the criminal statutes the Courts had 
better go out of business. I am not 
disposed to cfiticise the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office, but I cannot refrain from 
expressing my indignation when frag- 
rant instances of miscarriage of jus- 
tice are brought to my: attention. Every 
case heard by me imposes a serious 
financial obligation on the State. I re- 
gret that the efforts of my court come 
to naught after I have considered a 
 @ase carefully and heard every witness

whose testimony might throw light on 
the alleged offense.’’ 

One of the notable cases dismissed by 
the Circuit Attorney was that of Col. 
Zach Mulhall, livestock agent for a rail- 
road and promoter of Wild West shows, 
charged with assault to kill. Mulhail 
had trouble with Frank Reed in front of 
the Cummings’ Indian Show on the 
World’s Fair Pike, June 18, 1904 He 
shot at Reed. The bullet struck Ernest 
Morgan, aged 17, inflicting a wound 
which completely paralyzed his left side. 
After numerous continuances- Mulhall 
was tried before Judge Foster, Jan. 2. 
1905, and sentenced to three vears in

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| the Penitentiary. The Supreme Court re- 
versed the case on a technicality and 
remanded it. The case was continued 
several times, and finally noiue prossed 
Sept. 30, 1907, by Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Grant Gillespie. In regard to the 
dismissal of the case Judge Foster said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“I read the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Mulhall case and there is 
nothing in it so far as I can see to 
justify the Circuit Attorney in dismiss- 
ing it. It was a matter of common re- 
port when I was on the criminal bench 
that many of Mulhall’s wealthy friends 
were inteceding for him. | thought the 
verdict was a just one. There has been 
too much pistol toting around St. Louis 
and the jury that tried Mulhall probably 
felt that it should be stopped. ’ 


The Mystery of 
the Mulhall Case. 


Judge Taylor, before whom Mulhall 
was arraigned, said: “I left the bench 
about the time the Mulhall case was 
tried. I felt that there was some se- 
cret influence at work in this case, but 
never knew what it was. Mulhall’s at- 
torneys did not want to try the case ir: 
my court.”’ 

Morgan, the victim of Muthall’s. bul- 
let, recently was awarded $5000 damages 
against Mulhall. 

Sager declared, after his failure to 
convict “Little George’ Williams, ex- 
detective, of the murder of Lee Killlan, 
another ex-detective, that there pre- 
vails an astounding indifference to the 
sane and aggressive enforcement of the 
criminal law. He said that perjury and 
coercion are methods of defense in St. 
Louis, and that the jury Msts are dis- 
gracefully bad. The jurors who acquit- 





ted Williams said that their judgment 
was influenced largely by the fact that 
the Circuit Attorney neglected to call 
two witnesses whose testimony would 
have been of vital importance. After 
the acquittal of Williams the assault 
to kill charge against ex-Detective 
Thomas McGrath was dismissed by the 
Circuit Attorney. 


Folk and Sager: 
How They Compare. 


The records show that in 1906 Sager's 
second year in office, the convictions 
approximated 620, acquittals 185 and non- 
prosecutions 330. For 1902, Folk’s sec- 
ond year in office, there were 380 con- 
victions, 106 acquittals and 134 nonprose-

assistants, one elective assistant 


one assistant carried as a clerk. 

Folk’s elective assistant rendered 
service in the prosecution of cases, de- 
voting: practically all of his time _ to 
grand jury investigation. The principal 
work of the office was done by Mr. 
Folk and Assistant Circuit Attorneys 
Bishop and Maroney. During the year 
1902 the Circuit Attorney’s office was 
weighted down with the boodle prosecu- 
tions, and Folk, Maroney and Bishop 
devoted the greater part of their time 
to these important cases. 

During the year 1906 Mr. Sager :ad 
few or no prosecutions of an extraordi- 
nary character. He has eight appoint- 
ive assistants, and he, with this entire 
force, was in a position to devote prac- 
tically all of his time to the ordinary 
criminal cases. Folk dismissed 21 per 
cent of all his cases and Sager 30 per 


cent. Folk’s percentage of nonprosecu- 
tions to convictions was 26 and Sager's 
35. 
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Mr. Sager started prosecutions 
against the Ice Trust, the lighting util- 
ities trust, the plate glass trust, and 
haa filed several thousand suits agains« 
corporations for tailure to file anti-trust 
affidavits with the Secretary of Stata 
He filed ouster suits against the Cella 
Commission Co., and started a crusade 
against bucket-shopping. The only re- 
sults produced so far from these special 
prosecutions were in the suits filed 
against the éorporations for failure to 
file the anti-trust affidavits. These cases 
were not prosecuted, but were dismissed 
upon payment of $23.10, of which $10 goes 
to the credit of the Circuit Attorney, $3 
to the special prosecutor in charge of 
the suit, $5.9 to the Circuit Clerk, $3 
to the stenographer, and $1.15 to the 
Sheriff. 

Suit against the Cella Commission Co., 
charging it with conducting a bucket- 
shop, was filed by Sager June 29, 1.6.

Some Important Prosecutions | 
Sager Started and the Results 


The company filed a demurrer to the 
information, July 23, 1906, which was 
overruled by Judge Ryan the following 
December. A motion for a rehearing 
on ‘the demurrer was overruled Jan. 
4, 1907, and at the same time the com- 
mission company filed its answer. Sager 
filed a motion for judgment on the plead- 
ings Jan. 9, 1907, which was followed 
by a long answer by the defendant. The 
records are now missing, and Clerk 
Hunt of Circuit Court Room No. 4 says 
he has no idea where they may be 
found. One of the documents, he said, 
was discovered in Mr. Sager’s posses- 
sion. Unless the papers are found the 
case will have to be started over again. 
Hunt says he has been told by bot': 
the attorneys .or the State and the de- 
fense that they do not know where the 
papers are. There will be no trial of 
bucketshop cases until the Cella suit is 
disposed of in the courts. 


History of His 
War on Trusts. 


The anti-trust crusade was started by 
Sager, July 24, 1906, when suits to annul 
the charters of the Polar Wave Ice 
and Fuel Co. and the Merchants’ Ice 
and Coal Co. were ‘led in the Circult 
Court. It was al_ezed that a combina- 
tion had been formed to control the 
price of ice. In addition to charter for- 
feiture the Circuit Attorney sued for 
penalties aggregating $71,400. Sager has 
repeatedly amended his informations 
against the companies. Judge McDon- 
ald recently dismissed the suit against 
the Merchants’ Co. on account of a 
defect in the petition. Leave was grant- 
ed the Circuit Attorney to file. au 
amended petition, which was done last 
week. The Polar Wave case is still in 
the hands of Commissioner Allen, tes- 
timony having concluded late last sum- 
mer, more than a year after the suit 
was filed. 

The prosecuting authorities in Kan- 
sags City broke up the ice trust with- 
in a few months after suits were filed, 
and got judgments for penaltics aggre- 
vatine $5),0%. The same success was 
recorded in Toledo, where the ice trust 
was fined $20,000. 

Mr., Allen’s findings in the Polar 
Wave case will be submitted to the Cir- 
cuit Court in January. It may be an- 
other six months or year before it is 
finally disposed of in the Circuit Court, 
and if it is against the ice company, 
of course an appeal wil] be taken to 
the Supreme Court, making another long 
delay. 


The Union Electric 
Ouster Proceedings. 


Ouster suits were filed against the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co, 
May 18, 1907, to forfeit its franchise and 
the collection of penalties aggregating 
$134,800. The company was charged with 
being a party to a combination to main- 
tain the prices of electric current and 


to prevent competition. 

The record shows the company was 
given 15 days, June 4, in which to plead. 
A demurrer was filed June 15, aileging 
that two counts of the petition were 
inconsistent, in that the first cause of 
action alleged the firm's corporate ex- 
istence, and the second denied it. Tt 
was further contended the two causes 
were improperly joined. The case was 
continued Nov. 4, and Nov. 14 the Cir- 
cult Attorney amended his petition by 
striking out the second count. The de- 
fendant was given 10 days, Nov. 16, to 
plead to the amended petition. A de 
murrer was filed Novy. , alleging that 
the averments in the petition were in- 
sufficient to constitute a cause of 4c- 
tion. In the seven months the case has 
been pending in the courts little or no 
progress has been made. 

Sager started a suit against the Pittsa- 
burg Plate Glass Co., which has a 
branch in St. Louis, for refusing to file 
an affidavit that it was not a party to 
an unlawful combination. He asked 
that the charter of the company in this 
State be revoked, but the Court sus- 
tained a demurrer to his petition. No- 
tice was given by the Circult Attorney 
of his intention to appeal to the Su- 
preme Court, but this has not been 
dome. The company continues to defy 
the laws of Missouri by refusing to 
make the anti-trust affidavit. 


One Place Where 


Sager Succeeds. 


There is one class of special prosecu- 
tions in which the Circult Attorney has 
attained success. These are the sults 
filed against corporations for faflure to 
file anti-trust affidavits. Two suits are 
fled against each sorpereres #0 
charged, the one being for forfeiture 
of charter and the other for a 
of $1000. The records show that 
such suite were filled by the Circuit At- 





torney last month. 
An incomplete record in the office of 


| the Circuit Clerk shows that 478 of these 
cases have already been settled upon 
payment of costs. in the charter for-

Mr. Sager'’s 
staff of assistants has been doubled 
since he took charge of the office. 

Although the office, under Folk, was 
weighed down with 40 boodle cases, in 
addition to the regular docket. and 
much time was devoted to investiga- 
tions, trials and appeals, the work was 
done by Mr. Folk and three assistants. 
Every boodle/ case tried by Folk took 
at least a week’s t'me in court of the 
Circuit Attorney and his two principal 
assistants, and some of the cases re- 
‘ uired more than a week to try, to say 
nothing of the time needed to prepare 
for trial.

Folk Worked Without Red Tape; 
Sager's Office Like a Fortress 


The Circuit Attorney’s office under 
Mr. Sager has lost much of the Demo- 
cratic simplicity that characterized it 
under Folk. It is, in fact, no longer 
the Circuit Attorney’s office, but by 
some arbitrary and unexplained decree, 
the Department of Justice. Getting at 
the chief of the Department of Justice 


is no easy matter. First the visitor ap-, 
proaches the policeman at the gateway 
and asks for permission to see Mr. 
Sager. The policeman asks a stenog- 
rapher whether the visitor May see the 
chief, and so on. 

The police department complains that 
it is hampered in the punishment of 
criminals on account of the frequency 
with which the parole is exercised by 
the courts upon the recommendation of 
the Cireuit Attorney. A recent case 
was that of Michael Jackson, accused 
of embezzling $90 from the A. Moll Gro- 
cery Co. Jackson ran-away, and the 
grocery company spent $200 to have him 
brought back from Chicago for prose- 
cution. An information for embezzle- 
ment had been issued against Jackson, 
but he was allowed to plead guilty to 
petit larceny and was sentenced to one 
year in the Workhouse, and, on the 


—— 


recommendation of the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office, immediately paroled. Jack- 
son passed by the store of the grocery 
company the day after his parole and 
made ‘‘faces’’ at the cashier who caused 
his arrest. He was 2 years old and 
single. 

Chief of Detectives Smith was disgust- 
ed with the action of the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office in this case. He says it is 
impossible for the police to get an in- 
formation against a criminal unless the 
information office is personally § con- 
vinced of his guilt. Sager’s representa- 
tive, he says, sets himself up as Judge 
and jury, thereby making it exceeding- 
ly difficult for the police to suppress 
thieves. 

Mr. Sager has a habit of blaming his 
juries for the acquittal of defendants. 
He blamed the jury in the Kratz and 
Williams cases, and also in the case of 
Policeman Humphrey. who shot and 
killed an ambulance driver. Frank Etz, 
alleged bookmaker, tried for violation 
of the anti-pool selling law, escaped in 
a differe manner. The information 
against Etz charged that he accepted 
bets on a race run at Fort Erie, Pa., 
when it should have been Fort Erie, 
Ontario. Etz was discharged when this 
error was called to the Court’s atten- 
tion. 








“Difficult Comparison,’ Says Sager; 
“But I’m Doing More Than Folk Did 


A summary of the facts developed by 
the investigation of the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office were laid before Mr. Sager 
bv a Post-Dispatch reporter, and he 
was asked whether he cared to make 
a staternent regarding them. He re- 


plied that he would say nothing at the 
present time, but that he was prepar- 
ing statistical records of the office un- 
der his own and the Folk administra- 
tions. These records, he said, would 
show that he had made many improve- 
ments in the. manner of handling the 
business of the office, and had reduced 
costs to the city by bringing Jail pris- 
oners promptly to crial. : 

“Tt is a difficult matter to compare 
the records of the two administrations, 
Mr. Sager said. “I have more machin- 
ery to work with, and the office is. do- 
ing more mork than it did under Folk. 
I have more assistants and more courts 
to handle felony cases, and, of course, 
my office expenses will be greater. I

PLANS ARE APPROVED Fi FOR 
ABOLISHING TOWER GROVE 
CROSSING AT $500,000 COST 


Seneca 

Plans for the depression of Tower 
Grove avenue from Hunt avenue to a 
point near Blaine avenue have been n ap- 
proved by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments and by representatives of the 
Frisco and Missouri Pacific railroads, 
which will bear all the expense of the 
improvement except damages to private 
property. An ordinance directing the 
Board of Public Improvements to carry 
the plans into execution will be intro- 
duced in the Municipal Assembly within 
a few days. 

The only hitch in the movement to 
abolish what is probably the most dan- 
gerous grade crossing in the city is the 
Board's inabfity thus far to get the rail- 
roads to vacate a strip of ground 2% 
feet wide between Hunt avenue and the 
It is expected 
that this obstacle will be overcome. The 
land will be necessary in widening 
Tower Grove avenue north of the tracks, 
where the roadway now is but 60 feet. 

An estimate puts the cost of abolish- 
ing the crossing at $500,000. The city will 
have to pay for the injury to adjoining 
property. Rearrangement of the. streets 
in the neighborhood will also have to be 
made, so that traffic now passing over 
Manchester road may be diverted over 
Hunt avenue to Tower Grove avenue, 
thence south to a new thoroughfare 
which the railroads promise to establish 
from the Frisco tracks to Blaine avenue.

FIRST PRINCEPLES OF FREEDOM. 

The revival of Sunday laws in various cities is 
cistinctly a religious movement. The laws in the 
first place reflected the religious creeds and pre- 
dilections of their authors. 

In taking notice of the flaming zeal which 
everywhere accompanies Sunday law enforcement 
it should be remembered that, notwithstanding 
the pious inspiration of Sabbatarianism, the 
courts have held almost without exception that 
legislation of this kind can be sustained only on 
secular grounds. To advance religious belief 
28 a reason for Sunday blue laws would be to 
nullify them. 

We have the strange spectacle, therefore, of re- 
ligious laws enacted and enforced at the demand 
of religionists, and upheld by courts which deny 
that they are religious laws and assert that they 
are nothing more than police and health meas- 
ures. 

This is a situation calling for a little com- 
mon honesty and for some genuine American 
backbone. If the laws are to be enforced in 
obedience to a religious demand and for re- 
ligious purposes, they should be carefully re- 
vised by the law-making powers, for it is proba- 
ble that the best religious sentiment today is no‘! 
reflected in these fantastic enactments. 

It may be doubted if a convention of any church 
would re-enact the old Sunday code in its en- 
tirety. When we consider that most people are 
attached to no church and that many churches 
are liberal in the matter of Sunday diversions, it 
will be seen that any revision of these laws would 
probably result in expunging nine-tenths of them 
from the statute books. . 

Religious laws having no standing in court 
except on the false pretense that they are secu- 
lar in purpose ought to be easily repealed. When 
they were first enacted in this country they 
had the weight of the chfrch,- of wealth, of 
nine-tenths of the population and of practically 
all respectability behind them. It is not so 
pow. Compelling their rigid execution at this 
time, a few zealots are simply invoking the au- 
thority of sanctimonious lawgivers dead and gone 
for the regulation of people of different beliefs, 
different tastes and different necessities. 

We are to remember also tkhat true American 
liberty had some of its most important begin- 
nings in successful assaults upon these very laws. 
It was not until the people had learned to ques- 
tion the despotic powers of the New England 
theocracy and the State Church of Virginia that 
they ventured to assail the awful pretensions of 
George III, who ruled by divine right. Sam Adams 
in Massachusetts and Thomas Jefferson in Vir- 
ginia were hounded to thcir graves by the ele- 
ment which supported the blue laws. 

These men and others almost as celebrated held 
that emancipation from ecclesiastical authority 
was essential to liberty. What would they have 
thought of 80,000,000 of people subjected to re- 
ligious laws which gained their force by judicial 
denials of the self-evident fact that they are re- 
ligicus laws? 

It. is maintained in some qvarters, and with 
reason, tha: repeated invasions of popular rights 
during the last thirty or forty years have re- 
sulted in a serious curtailment of liberty. If 
reasonable and harmless diversion on Sunday 
may now be prohibited by a small religious ele- 


}ment, backed by a notorious false pretense in 


the courts, it must be that there has also been 
a most emphatic loss. of independence on the 
part of the people. The worst of all slaves are 
those who willingly bend to the yoke. 

Many important questions are pressing for set- 
tlement, but they all shrink into insignificance in 
comparison with this one, involving as it does 
the personal liberty Of millions. Tariffs, trusts, 
currency, rebates and all such problems will 
hardly be declt with wisely by men who ar® not 
free or by courts which are terrorized or insin- 
cere.

Instead of favoring Elbert’s reaction I am in favor of ‘‘clipping’’ every un- 
necessary word and compelling the reader to be as alert as the auditor. The 
day of unnecessary words is fortunately passing. When I teil you that I sent 
a package -home my meaning is clear and I would not clarify it more by 
saying: I sent a messenger with a package to my home. Doubling the number 
of words without gain is folly. “If anyone wishes to speak on the subject 
before the house I wish that he would speak now,’’ says the formal chair- 
“Does anyone wish to speak?’ asks the chairman who expedites busi- 
ness, and he has Said all that is necessary. to is being gradually eliminated: 
that is being’ used sparingly by the best writers. Indeed is obsolete. Such 
phrases as “far be it from me,”’ ‘it might be well,’’ ‘‘let us consider’ are as 
archaic as “‘once upon a time.’’ However, notwithstanding and the excess of 
words their use made necessary belong to the language of our fathers. Let us 
aid the good work, not react against it.

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HOW TO ENJOY A CIGAR.

D ON’T smoke a cigar while walking or riding or driving or working. 


pipe is preferable at such times. 

If you will smoke a cigar while out of doors, burn up one that is big, 
tight-rolled and mild, so that when the wind compels you to inhale the smoke 
you will not carry heavy poison into yeur lungs. A loose-rolled cigar burns too 
fast for comfort in the open air. 

Take much care in lighting. See that the end of your cigar is evenly red 
all the way around before you throw away the match. ‘A cigar burns as it ig 
lighted. If imperfectly lighted, the fire will eat down one side, and char the 
other, entirely changing the flavor. 

Don't smoke cigarette, pipe or cigar immediately after eating. Allow a 
space of time to elapse, that the salivary glands, which the food has excited, 
may become quiescent. Do not smoke for at least two hours after breakfast. 

If smoking induces a flow of saliva that compels you to spit frequently, 
stop smoking. You cannot, at such a time enjoy a cigar, and are injuring your 
health. If smoking induces the slightest degree of intoxication, stop immedi- 
ately. It is the liver’s warning. 

Bite off the end of your cigar. If anyone gives you a cutter on Christ- 
mas, lose it early. Above all things, neveF use the cutters in cigar stores or 
one to which any other person has access. You would not use another person's 
toothbrush. Cutter blades are quickly covered with pernicious germs and have 
caused many sore mouths. Bite off the end and bite off a good bite, that the 
draft may be sufficient. Otherwise, smoking will lack comfort. 

Save your heavy, full-flavored cigars for after dinner, when you are at ease 
and have leisure. Smoke slowly, only endeavoring to keep your cigar burning 
evenly. Charred tobacco is an abomination. If your light goes out, cut away 
al' the charred tobacco with a clean knife before relighting. 

When you have found a brand, shape and size you like, stick to it. If it 
ceases to taste good, do not change to another brand until you Save “sworn oft’ 
for a few days. Then you will know whether the brand has .™eriorated or 
your digestion was impaired.

CREDITORS OF STENSLAND’S 
BANK ARE PAID IN FULL 


Receiver’s Report of Surplus Ex- 
nected to Result in Pardon 
of Bank President. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 11. ~The report of Re- 
ceiver James ~. Fetzer of the defunct 
Milwaukee Avenue State Bank, show- 
ing $173,935 excess of assets over liabill- 
ties, is expected to be followed by a re- 
newal of Paul O. Stensland’s application 
for a pardon. Stensland is serving a 
term of seven years in the Penitentiary 
for forgeries! which it was claimed had 
wrecked the bank. 

Stensland. who was president of the 
bank. maintained at the time of his 
capture in Tangier that he had invest- 
ed the money he had taken in Chicago 
realty, which, if conservatively han- 
died, he said, would return to the bank 
more than the amount taken. He 
prophesied that the bank’s_ creditors 
would be paid in full. The receiver has 
paid $4,356,866 in settlement of claims 
against the bank.
